THAT COAL PROBLEM 


.Floor Leader Tilson casually remarked 


this week that coal legislation would be 
part of the task whieh the house of rep- 
resentatives would take up during the re- 
mainder of tlie present session at AVa>h- 
ington. 
He listed this along with a half 


.dozen oilier measures: and a natural as- 
sumptiou is that with hot weather de- 
scending upon the capital. BO great ac- 
tivity is contemplated toward solving the 
ever present problem of our badly organ- 
ized mining industry. 


Congress is in the habit of postponing 


this question. 
During a strike reorgan- 


ization of the industry is postponed for 
the excellent, reason that minds are in- 
ilamcd and a sane agreement upon so com- 
plicated a subject would be impossible. Be- 
tween strikes, when effort should get un- 
der way. the excuse is that there is no 
urgency about a decision. 


It is very much this same policy of de- 


lay which has produced the revohitionary 
condition just closed in Britain. 
Ameri- 


cans might be somewhat struck, if they 
eome to think of it. by the similarity be- 
tween the problems of our coal industry 


_,._. and, Britain's and between the policies of 


"Tnee'titig'them. This country has no " One 


Big Union" and no probability of a gen- 
eral strike : but failure indefinitely to face 
the fundamental overmanning and ineffi- 
ciency of our coal mine operation might 
at the- end run us into difficulties not un- 
like England's. 


Our own coal industry of course is 


protected by the Atlantic ocean from com- 
petition of any noticeable strength. 
But 


tbe war "within its 'own American market 
is almost as lively as that between the coal 
industries of Britain. France. Belgium 
and Germany. 
Moreover, although the 


averaare English. Welsh or Scotch min- 
er produces only 250 tons of coal a year 
— a third of the production per man in the 
United States — Ihe same situation with 
respect to operation of numerous small 
and inefficient mines exists here which has 
brought about 1he trouble in England. 


Britain speaks of some areas and pits 


as "strong"— tli at is. thr- coal is in good 
quantity and quality, and near enough 
ihc surface and in such seams that it.f-an 
be mined by modern and cheap methods. 
Others arc inefficient and havp'been oper- 
ated al a loss which the Government lias 
recovered for its owners through a sub- 
sidy. 
That is. shipbuilder* and many 


other workers actually earning Jess than 
coal miners have been taxed to pay own- 
ers of inefficient mini's enough money to 
give their miners a watre above that eco- 
nomically justified. 


That is not very far from tbe condi- 


tion existing in the United States, except 
that the tax is collected here from the in- 
dividual not as a taxpayer but a«, a coal 
consumer. 
Ho pays enough for his coal 


to keep twice 1he necessary number of 
mi^es. many of which have no cx'-usc for 
operation. 
The British mines and miners

SOLVING LAKE LEVELS IN 


MINIATURE 


Senator Borah brought up and obtained 


passage last week of a bill which deserves 
the close attention of all parties con- 
cerned in the tight over lake levels. 
In 


miniature, ibis bill preseiit> the proper 
solution for the whole lake problem. 


It has to do. not with the levels of the 


great lakes, but with the level of a com- 
paratively small lake presenting many of 
the same problems—Lake of the AVoods. 
which most of us know only from a vague 
association with history and the drawing 
of our northern boundary. 
This body of 


water with an area of 1.500 square miles 
lies in ^Minnesota. Manitoba and Ontario. 
The national boundary line jogs nortli 
across its middle, brings part of the north- 
ern as well as southern shore into Minne- 
sota, and then turns abruptly south again. 
In other words, it is an international lake 
like the great lakes. 


There is no Chicago on Lake of the 


AYoods. draining it for sewage purpose^ 
But Canada has constructed power dams 
at its outlets into the "Winnipeg river. 
These power darns, as power dams arc in 
xthe habit of doing, fail to regulate proper- 
ly the level of the waters above them. The 
lake has been flooding back over the prop- 
erty of American citizens. A year ago the 
then secretary of state, Charles Evans 
Hughes, drew up a lake level treaty with 
Canada "in order to secure to the inhabi- 
tants of the United States and Canada the 
most advantageous use of the waters 
thereof and of the waters flowing into and 
from the lake on each side of the boun- 
dary.'1 


•This treaty first determines what was 


the just and proper level, and set its high 
and low points. 
Jt required Canada to 


build new outflow and regulating works at 
its own espeofec. 'capable of maintaining 
this level: and then it required the United 
States to pay for any property damage 
which might be suffered 
by owners 


through the fact that the level as main- 
tained might still cause some flooding on 
their land. 
As Canada acknowledged a 


share of the responsibility, it agreed to 
pay us $275.000 toward thi« expense. It 
further agreed to go half with us on the 
cost of protective works and the reim- 
bursement of owners if such cost happens 
to rise above-this $275.000. 


In making this treaty the internation- 


al commission studied damages, diver- 
sions, regulating works, costs, rainfall, re- 
sponsibilities of the respective parties. 
and in fact about all the questions •which 


• would enter into a similar treaty involv- 


ing the levels of the great lakes. It even 
considered the navigation levels at one 
town's water-front and the selvage system 
of another community and made due, pro- 
vision.
